ITWO CULIURES 

“Immersion education started in 
Quebec. In Canada there are two 
distinct cultures: French and 
English,” stated Dr Wallace 
Lambert of  McGill University. 
Lambert is one'ofthe founders ofthe 
Program， 

“JIn this double system, there is 
Supposed to be equality at eVvery 
level,， but the French were not 
represented_ to _ their satisfaction. 
They felttheywWeretreated as second 
class [citizens] at the federal level 
and that their cultural values were 
not being represented. They talked 
aboutpulling apartfrom Canada as 3 


group,” 工 ainbert explained. 

“Immefsionm education ”has 
shown thatciildren can add another 
language without difficulty,，” said 
Lambert.Currently thereare125;000 
children in Canada enrolled in 
imnmersion programs.

TIhe Council was formed 1last 
Spring by Utah Governor Scott ML. 
Matheson. IThe council is 
fesponsible for promoting social and 
6conomic developments for Asian 
Americans; investigating allega- 


”itions of discrimination; and pro- 


moting cooperation between Utah 
governmental agencies and Asian 
Americans in Utah. 

SURPRISED 

Members of the Utah legislative 
Subcommittee working on that state'”s 
budget were somewhat surprised last 
Week when the large group of Asian 
Americans packed their meeting 
room. 

The Asian American “Lobbyists- 
for-a-day” were organized by the 
Advisory Council and were there to 
express their Support for the public 
funding of the Council， 

“One legislator told the council 
[that]l 这 Asian Americans are really 
interested in state funding for the 


council, then theymustparticipate in 
the political process,”said Jo-Ann 
Wong，the councils recently-ap- 
pointed part-time director of the 
Governors office of Asian American 
Affairs. 

According to Wong，the large 
gathering of supporters proved to the 
subcommittee members the willing- 
ness of the state's Asian American 
population to get involved in the 
political process and to Support the 
newly-formed council. 


FULL AMOUNI 

The council asked for$36,400 in 
finds from the June 1984 to June 
1985 state budget， Ihe council is 
presently ”operating :from funds 
collected from the Private Sector.

FEOREIGN POLICY 

Zhao spoke before an audiencei 
of 1,000, who had come to sit down 
to a$50 a plate dinner to hear the 
premier deliver what was billed as a 
major foreign policy address. 

“This is the tightest security Tve 
seen here [Fairmontj; it's more than 
we vehad forReagan, Carter, or any 
other president,”a Fairmont waiter 
Said. People entering the hotel were 
photographed as they walked 
through _ the main lobby， and 
checked by a metal detector and 
Secret SerVice personnel as they went 
into the Grand Ballroom to hear the 
premier， 

Although banners crossed Grant 
Avenue: stating “The Chinese 
People Love Freedom,”and calling 
for people in Chinatown to protest 
the Zhao visit security officials said 
it was quiet outside the hotel and 
thatthere had been no problems with 
demonstrators there. 

Such was not the case later 
during Zhao's visit，when he dined 
with Governor Deukmejian at the St. 
Francis Hotel About 500-600 
persons, many of them waving fags， 
demonstrated outside the fancy 


downtowan hotel to protest the 
premier"Ss presence and to 
demonstrate their support of the 
Iaipei-based government- 
CONTRIBUTIONS 
Before Zhao took the podium at 
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US Troops Have Become Lightning 
Rod for Terrorism, Says Matsui 


WASHINGTON 一 Congress- 
man Robert 工 Matsui (D-Calif ) on 
January 7, told the nation that US 
troops in Lebanon have become a 
"lightning rod for terrorism” and 
Should be removed from the Middle 
East immediately. 

“The truth is the President's 计 - 
conceived and jll-defined Middile 
East policies have more than failed. 
They have turned deadly,”said the 
Sansel legislator. 

RADIO ADDRESS 

Matsui，selected by the House 
leadership to give this weekly 
Democratic radio address, made his 
TIemarks live from CBS studios. A 
leading critic of the administratiom S 
policies, Matsui Serves as a member 
of House Speaker Ihomas 卫 . 
ONeills 15-member Ad Hoc 
Lebanon Monitoring Group. 

Matsui said that so long as all

factions in Lebanon accepted the 
Marines as neutral peacekeepers， 
“theyhad some chanceofpromoting 
a permanent solution.2” 

“But,”he pointed out,“it has 
become painfully clear . . . that we 
are no longer a peaceful influence. 
Weare alightning rod for terrorism. 
Our role has turned from neutral 
peacekeepers to participants in an 
internal struggle.” 


In his remarks，Matsui stressed 


_ that it was time to “bring our 


Marines home from Lebanon，not 


tomorrow，not at Some Vague 
distant date, but now.” 
Matsui ”acknowledged that 


eVeryone ITecognizes the Strategic 
importance of the Middle East and 
that the United States must always 
be prepared to use military force to 
protect ouUr interests in that region， 


Immersion Approach Not Only 
Answer for English-Limited 


Atthe recentbilingualeducation conference held in 
San Francisco, a long-awaited panel presentation on 
the innovative “immersion education ”approach finally 
took Place, and proceeded to disappoint many Scholars 
and teachers who work with language minority 


students， Or those who are limited in English - 


proficiency. 


While the model works well in Canada，where 
youths have learned French in addition to keeping their 
English intact，critics of those who would have 
immersion replace bilingual education Tightly argue 
that the model is not fairly replicable here in the US. 
this country, the need is to have children learn English 
without necessarily having to give up their Primary 


home language. 


If children are sent to all-English schools, and then 
returnto an all-English world outside ofthe schoolyard， 
there is no place for them to be reinforced for 
maintaining their home language. In Canada, when the 
children left the all-French atmosphere of school, they 
went into the English world outside. In that instance， 
they are reinforced for continued use ofboth languages. 

To force the immersion approach on language 
minority children wouldbe ”inhumane,，acknowledged 
one of its own founders，Wallace Lambert. Such an 


approach would be 


a return to the English-only 


Schools which existed before the Supreme Court case， 
Zay7 Nicnoly which saiditwas all righttouse another 
languages to teach children. The English-only System 
didn't work then,， and it won't work now for limited 


English proficient youths. 
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But，he added, “Our military 
Tesponse to terrorism has plunged us 
into a storm of escalating violence.” 

“Tbelieve we can calm that storm 
and further the peace procesSs by 
withdrawing our troops from 
Lebanon.” 


To heljp“calm”that escalating 
conflict in the Middle East，the 
Sacramento man pointed to the 
example of the recent release of 
Navy Lieutenant Robert Goodman， 
through the _ efforts of Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, a Democratic Presidential 
candidate. 


“Lt. Goodman:s releaserevealed 
that personal diplomacy can make 3 
difference. He was not released by 
gun Ships and war planes，but by 
calm discussion，Said the 
CongressSman. 


He urged President Reagan to 
use a“bold diplomatic stroke to 
achieve  a lasting peace. 人 A 
diplomatic approach， he noted， 
demanded participation by the 
Secretary of State or the Vice-

LOS ANGELES 一 Thetears of 
a slain girls mother halted the 
preliminary ”hearing of the 
defendents in the“Twilight Zone” 
accident case， 

Shyan HueirChen, the mother of 
Six-year-old Renee Chen， told the 
court that several people involved 


With the movie:“"The ITwilight Zone” 


assured her that the scene in which 
her daughter was Subsequently killed 
in would be safe. 

DISABLED 

Veteran movie actor Vic 
Morrow, 7-year-old Myca Dinh Lee 
and Renee Chen were killed when a 
helicopter filming a Vietnam War 
Scene fell on them after being 
disabled by  a Special-effects 
explosion in the early morning hours 
of July 23,， 1982. 

The hearing on Jan. 11 in Los 
Angeles was to determine whether 
there was enough evidence-to bring 
the movie's director，John Landis， 
and four others, to trial on charges of 
jnvoluntary manslaughter. 

According to the Nemw Yo 天 
777zes，Chen testified that She was 
not told that a helicopter would be 
flying over the children.， Chen 
recounted，through a Mandarin- 


speaking interpreter， how she 
watched in horror as ahelicopterfirst 
decapitated and then fell on her 
daughter. 

She recalled whathappened after 
Special-effects explosions _ began 
going off on the set prior to the 
helicopter crash. 

CRYING 

“Some water splashed on her)” 
the slain girls mothertestified. “She 
was crying that she had some dust in 


her eye.” 
Chen then stated that she asked 
the film's associate producer， 


George Folsey，whether the action 
taking place was dangerous.“It is 
not dangerous，only noisy,” he 
Teportedly told her. 

Folsey had also warned her that 
认 fire inspectors came on the set， 
Chen was to tell them that she was 
just“a friend helping out.” 

She then started to tell the court 
aboutheronly child's death.“Isawa 
helicopter fall down，and many 
Sparks 一 also noise，themothersaid 
before bursting into tears. 

HALIED QUESTIONING 

The deputy District Attorney 
Gary 天 esselman then halted the 
questioning and did not ask her to 


continue her testimony 

“ 开 anyone thought such a 
horrendous thing “could - have 
happened, we would have stopped,” 
Landis asserted after the hearing. 
“This is”a terrible, terrible accident 
that will obviously cause pain and 
anguish to all of us for the restof our 
lives,”the directorobserved.“Icant 
think of what else to add.”

and Governor Deukmejian for their 
actions which reflected a lack of 
Understanding of the importance of 
issues affecting minorities. 
Citing the manner in which the 
-President “reconstructed ”the US 
GiVil Rights Commission, the state'"s 
top law enforcer stated，“The 
President sets the tone and direction 
of civil rights [for this country. And 
the message hehas sent is that] he is 
not sensitive to civil rights.” 
OUTCRY 
Reagan recently replaced several 
of the more aggressive advocates of 
Civil Tights who had served onthe 
commission with persons Who are 
Viewed as more conservative. The 
action met with， outcry from 
Iminority and civil liberties groups 
throughout the country. 


Moving on to Deukmejian, Van 
de 玫 amp noted that the goverinor， 
being of Armenian ancestry，was 3 
member of a minority group thathad 


been the victim of genocide and had 
experienced“discrimination in this 
country.” With that back- 
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ground，the attorney general 
said，“I think he would be 


Sensitive to [minority] issues. 

“Now, TIm not suggesting he'”s 
not Sensitive,”quickly added Van 
de 玫 amp,“but he could do more.” 

His remarks came in the keynote 
Speech at -the annual installation 
meeting of the Asian American Bar 
Association which was held at the 
Celadon Restaurant in SF 
Chinatown， The ,group had earlier 
honored Fred 开 orematsu，who last 
January won avacation ofhis WWVII 
conviction for disobeying an orderto 
leave his home ,and to report to an 
internment camp for Japanese 
Americans. 


BEAT CITY HALL 

“Fred Korematsu is a man of 
great courage and great conviction,” 
said Van de 玉 amp.“He is aringing 
testament to the idea that you ca7m 
beat City Hall 一 atthe highestlevels， 
This also showsthatjustice,however 
Slow in coming，can be achieved.” 

TIhoughhe admittedthattime can 
heal all wounds, the attorney general 
cautioned that time can make people 
forget too. On a recent trip to the 
Mono Lake area to look over the 
water System there, Van de 天 amp 
asked the people with whom he was 
traveling to go to Manzanar, located

“Most skiers who go to 
Mammoth have no idea what

throughout the country.?” 

The Asian American lawyers 


| group had also honored the groups 


that had worked on the Vincent Chin 
case, in which a_ Detroit man who 
Was killed in a racially-motivated 
beating by two white men. 
SHOCKED 

“TIhis was a case of racial hatred 
that shocked the nation,”Van de 
玫 amp declared. The judge sought to 
Sentence the two men to a 
punishmentthat fit the criminals, not 
the crime,notedthelawenforcement 
agent with anger. 

“Like the Dan White case，it 
Shows that justice can be a very 
chancey，erratic process that often 
favors the “wrong “ person 一 the 
criminal，not the victim,” he 
observed. 

The Chin incident was “not 
isolated.” Van de Kamp referred to 
last year's report by the governor's 
commission on violence. Racial， 
ethnic and religious violence is a 
“pervasive fact”ipn this country， 
concluded that report. 

The attrorney general continued 
with other conclusions made by the 
commission: the level of alienation 
and distrustin minority communities 
is very high; and the political and 
Social trends indicate thatthere is an 
“increased likelihood of violence.” 

“We must insist that law 
enforcement “agencies， courts， 
Private and public institutions carry 
out the “Constitutionally- 
mandatedprotections everywWhere on 
American soil,”he declared. 

Though “acknowledging ， this 
wouldnotbe easyto accomplish, Van 
de 天 amp urged the audience to 
consider the example of the city of 
Monterey Park in Southern 
California， That town is 3996 
Hispanic， 359% Asian Pacific 
American，2596 Anglo and 19%6 
Black. 

“This is a good community and it 
has been successful in handling 
interracial relations in a polyglot 
community,”” he observed.， The 
Anglo police chief and the officers， 
for example，carry business cards 


printed in both English and Chinese. 
The mayor，newly-elected，is an 
American-born Asian woman.“ 开 
[implementation of civil rights] starts 
from the top.” 

The task of protecting the rights 
of minorities， however， should 
inVyolve all people，Van de 天 amp 
noted.“As lawyers, we tend to look 
at the courts as a last solution. But 
often what we have won in court, we 
lose in Sacramento or DC.” 

Asian Americans,heurged,mnust 
become involved with political 
solutions,， and should conduct 
lobbying on a full-time basis， 


In closing his talk to the group， 
the attorney general made two 
promises，One involved the 
establishment of an attorney 
generals commission to“monitor， 
TaliSe “Consciousness， or make 
recommendations to the governor Or 
me OF anyone else”based on the 
Ieport of the governors commission 
on racial，ethnic and religious 
Violence， 

The second promise was Simply 
stated.“Iam heretotellyouthat you 
can counton me as yourfriend,”Van 
de 攻 amp stated.

This issue ,can serve as Sort of phy- 
Sicians” desk reference for crosSs- 
cultural medicine,” stated “M. 
Margaret Clark， brofessor ,of 
anthropology and chair ofthe UCSE 
Medical Anthropology program. 

“As rising numbers of refugees 
and immigrants arrive in the US， 
health care_ professionals must be 
more Sensitive than ever to the 
diversity of beliefs and practices 


among all ethnic minority groups,” 
Clark declared. 

“Clinically， immigrants and 
refugees suffer higher rates of 
infectious disease and Parasitic 
infestation than the general 
population. Many “have been 
Violently dislocated from ， their 
homes, family and friends and suffer 
from - Stress-related _ disorders as 
well,”Clark explained. 

”Cultural beliefs and practices,” 
she warned,“can also contribute to 
medical problems and if 
unrecognized or misinterpreted, can 
create barriers to proper clinical 
Cares 

Clark also noted that that 
different ， cultures hold quite 
dissimilar standards of behavior 
from physicians and health care 
professionals.“A patient from one 
ethnic minority may welcome 3 
physician's informal manner of 
speaking，while another condemns 
the Same behavior as inappropriate 
and unprofessional.”

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If the Chinese words“one” and

Had it not been for the end of 
unfairrestrictive immigration laws iD 
1965, I am convinced that English 
would have replaced the Chinese 
language. After that year, the quota 
for Chinese immigrants became 
equal to that for other immigrants， 


Before that time，however，the 
trickle ofnew arrivals was negligible 
compared to the number of 
American Chinese youths who were 
nurtured in 3a vastly different 
envionment. 

Whilethe nation's media focused 
its_ attention on DTIT. Martin Luther 
King，Jr，and the civil Tights 
moveiment，Chinatown was going 
through its own .major 
transformation， The dramatic 
increase of new immigrants that 
began in 1965 changed Chinatown 
from 3a: quiet，cozy village to a 
typical urban ghetto. 

Private and govermment-funded 
Social service agencies Were created 
to meetthe swellinghuman needthat 
taxed the scope and ability of the 
traditional Chinatown organizations 
that had previously boasted of 
“taking care of its Own.” 

VEXED STAFF 

In DubtlicEsehootss tne 
preponderance of Chinese-Speaking 
immigrants“ “who were unfamiliar 
with Western ways Vexed the School 
Staff These students in the past 
comprised a minority that could be 
easily set apart and forgotten. Now， 
their numbers demanded a new 
educational strategy-.

Parker School in Chinatownbecause 
of my bilingual background, ThereI 
taught fourth, fifth and sixth graders 
in a makeshift classroom on the 
auditorium stage. 

BACKE“HOME?” 

While hesitant at first to leave 
Marshall where 工 was comfortable 
and well liked，a Black teacher 
convinced me to go to Parker. Thus， 
even though 工 was _ still living in 
Chinatown, it took my profession to 
bring me back“home.” 

Though the Principal helped to 
convert the stage into a classroom, 工 
could not help but feel that she 
Viewed me as an intruder.”“ We have 
no Problems “here that ouUr 
[predominantly white] staff cannot 
handle; So why are you here2”her 
attitude seemed to say. 

Whether she knew it or not, the 
accejlerating change in students and 
parents unfamiliar with American 
waySs meant the need for more 
Chinese American teacherstobridge 
the gap. The unexpected increase of 
Chinese American teachers and a 
Imore Vocal community of American- 
born musthave made her uneasy. By 
Spring of that year， she had retired. 

One of President Johnson'”s 
“Great Society” programs， the 
Teacher Corps _ Program， which 
explored 'alternative ways to teach 
minority children，came to 
Chinatownin 1968. Thejointproject 
by SF .State College,， the school 
district and the US Office of 
Education，and for which 工 was a 
team leader， assumed that the 
differences between the minority 
child's world and that of the school 
caused low School achievement and 
a Corresponding poor self-image. 

REMEDY 

To remedy this， college

EURIOUS 

Furious over the way this was 
handled, [quickly wrote anotetothe 
anonymous “teacher” who had 
corrected my thank you note. IThe 
Principal read the note aloud at a 
faculty meeting. 

Myletter stated thatIwas deeply 

hurt that someone would spoil a 
joyous occasion by such an action. 工 
had notrealized thatIwas writing an 
English composition, and as far as 工 
was concerned，the anonymous 
coriections ” were ， tactless and 
cowardly.、A person who behaved 
like this ought to stay clear of the 
teaching Profession. Ialso stated 
that any errors in the SecoHd letter 
Should be blamed on the education 
Process in Chinatown. 

The second event happened as a 
reSult of English classes we started 
for Parker parents，One of the 
parents，MIS. Lau，wanted special 
help for her child because he didnt 
speak Englishi andhadbeen putona 
waiting list for English as a Second 
Language classes. She was unhappy 
and afraid thathe mightfall behind in 
his other studies.

Referring to the _ current talks 
between Great Britain and China 
aboutthe fate ofthe colony when the 
treaty between those two countries 
ends in 1997，Crewe stated,“Hong 
Kong has the most to gain from the 
Teawakening of China's economy.” 


UNCERTAINTY 

While he admitted that Hong 
Kong's“extreme state of uncertain-

The report，howeyver，backed away 
from suggesting any real government 
intrusion, noting that family life and 
problems were a private matter, and

Recently Chinese of 从 cials have 
held talks with the Soviets for the 
first time in years. Atthe same time 
Zhao's US visit comes at a time of 
improving Sino-American relations. 
Observers see this playing of the 
middle ground by China as a bid to 
influence both superpowers” policies 
towards China and the third world in 
general. - 

One of the surprise announce- 
ments during Zhao's US visit was 
that China has agreed to take no 
steps contributingtothe proliferation 
ofnuclear weapons. This comes only 
days after China became a member 
of the International Atomic Energy 
Agency, and agreed to comply with 
agency safeguards on the export of 
nuclear materials. 

In his address Zhao Said， 
“Faced with speeding economic 
development it is not possible for us 
to have an arms Tace; we hope for 
genuine disarmament.”He added， 
“If the US and Russia cut their 
nuclear weapons OT reach an 
agreement expressing their 
jintentions to do so，then China 
WwWould be ready to enter into .an 
agreement. 

Calling for the removal of all 
foreign troops in Asia，Zhao made 
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reference to American，Soviet and 
Vietnamese interests in the Tegion. 
“TIhe Pacific countries ”should 
strictly observe the principles of 
mutual non-aggression, . . .Foreign 
Imilitary bases must be dismantled 
and foreign military forces 
WwWithdrawn.” 
SITIOPPED 

The premier continued，saying， 
“Such acts as forcibly occupying the 
territories of other countries， 
infringingupon their sovereignty and 
interfering in their internal affairs， 
must be stopped.” 

On Vietnamese actions in 
术 ampuchea， Zhao was not 
optimistic for a peaceful solution. 
“China wants a political solution to 
the 术 ampuchean occupation，bnut 
Vietnam makes moves to fool world 
condemnation and to garner world 
opinion,，he charged.“There are no 
conditions for a political settlement 
at this time. .. .We should support 
national forces in 天 ampuchea.” 

During discussions with 
President Reagan 1last week，both 
leaders tried to play down the 
Taiwan issue which, up to now, has 
been a Sore Spot in relations between 
the two countries. Both Reagan and 
Zhao have tried to emphasize areas 
of agreement，Ssuch as trade aid 
transfers of technology from the US. 

Characterizing the next century 
as a“Century of the Pacific Basin,” 
during his address， Zhao called for 
increased trade 1links between 
countries in the region.“The Pacific 
Tegion， Which was comparatively 
backward in the past has now gained 
momentum for rapid development.” 
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TRADE DEFICIT 

The US had a trade deficit with 
China last year for the first time， 
causing Some friction between the 
countries，especially regarding the 
import of textiles to America. 
Despite friction in the past, however， 
American business is Planning 
increased cooperation with China to 


enter in joint venturesS. 

Recent deals signed by Atlantic 
Richfield with their Chinese 
counterparts for oil exploration in 
the South China Sea，and an 
agreement Signed by McDonnell 
Douglas to build commercial aircrafft 
in China show a continuing interest 
by American business not only to tap 
the fabled “China Market,”but also 
to reap benefits by helping China's 
modernization program. 

Zhao admitted that the Past 
economic policy of “everyone 
sharing milk from the same big pot ” 
in China，where everyone Tecelved 
equal Pay despite Some people 


Working harder than others，wWas 
inefficient. 

Part of China's agricultural 
reform ” Program has been to 


implement what Chinese Planners 
call the “responsibility System,” 
Where people are given additional 
Work points，translating into higher 
pay, for more productive work. 


ECONOMIC REFORM 

“Collective ownership，with ini- 
tiatives given to the individual, is a 
major measure in economic reform， 
and a Very effective one at that,” 
Zhao Said.“We want to expand the 
IeSponsibility System to the cities to 
Place it in industry and business.” 

The Chinese leader said the 
recent increase 。 of ， economic 
relations between ”China and 
countries of the Pacific region was a 
good beginning，bnut that continued 
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exploration of the many channels of 
cooperation needs to be pursued. 

Zhao ”Presented the World 
Affairs Council with a Chinese vase 
and toasted the audience with hope 
for a brighter future in US-China 
relations. 


All of this backslapping and cor- 
diality is seen by many as a genuine 
thaw in relations between the two 
countries. The thaw has come after 
President Reagan made Several 
conciliatory ”remarks towards 
Beijing. Priorto Reagan's statements 
reaffirming a US one-China policy， 
relations were Strained by the 
President's pro-Taiwan stance， 


President Reagan will go to 
China in April to finalize trade and

1982 law outlining reporting of tips 
paid to restaurant and cocktail 
lounge employees appears to have 
Tesulted in a higher percent of tips 
reported and an increased amount of 
income taxes collected.
